DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The informal drawings are not of sufficient quality to permit examination. 
Accordingly, replacement drawing sheets in compHance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to this Office action. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. 

Apphcant is given a TWO MONTH time period to submit new drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.81. Extensions of time may be obtained under the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.136(a). Failure to timely submit replacement drawing sheets 
will result in ABANDONMENT of the application. 

2. New corrected drawings in compHance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
this apphcation because reference numerals are not large enough to read. Applicant 
is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the 
Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. 
The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be 
held in abeyance. 
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3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "six gearboxes, 
two clutches, twelve corn cutting blades, a movement reversal box, a toothed double 
pinion, two boxes with one outlet and pinions" (claim 1) and as disclosed in each 
every claims subsequent to claim 1, for example, "power take off pinion" (claim 2) 
must be shown or the featiire(s) canceled firom the claim(s). No new matter should 
be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compUance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the appHcation. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." 
If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be 
renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an appHcation must be labeled in the top margin 
as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the appHcant will be notified and 
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informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to 
the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: "Fig. 1" should 
be deleted from the claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out 
his invention. 

6. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. Claims appear to support the following object of the 
invention described on page 1 of the Specification- "maintains consistently perfect 
and homogeneous cutting ... ehminate the ingress of weeds ... simultaneously to 
insert it into the silo filler ... achieve a spectacular increase in productivity" in view 
of the drawing's objection above; however, it is not disclosed either in the claims nor 
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in the specification how one skilled in the art would assemble, make and use the 
device. Also, see the drawing's objection above. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112- 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 

claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

9. Claims 1-14 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional 
or operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be 
clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in 
such a manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in 
one sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Some of the examples of unclearness & indefiniteness in the claims- 

cl. 1- it is unclear what the "it" refers to in line % 

cl. 2- it is unclear if the "a reversal box (l)" is the same or a new one from the 
one recited in the parent claim 1, i.e. "movement-reversal box"; 

cl. % "the silo filler machine" & "the power take-off pinion" lack positive 
antecedent basis in the claims! 
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cl. 2 : it is unclear what the "it" refers to in line 4. 

Applicant is required to find all possible errors and indefiniteness in the 
claims. 

Claim Rejections ' 35 use § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action- 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in 
the United States. 

11. Claims 1*14 are rejected under '35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Herron et al (cited by appUcant, '444). 

Considering that it is unclear what appUcant's invention / improvement is 
and being claimed, Herron clearly anticipates a two drum with two rotary elements 
& gearboxes, blades, clutches & reversal box & pinion tyge corn harvester.
